"(GERMAN AND BRITISH RAILWAYS 


IN CHINA.

In ourissue of yesterday we published some 
interesting statistics of the progress of the 
German colony of Kiaochau, which shows 


‘a satisfactory rate of development generally. 
‘Tt is true that Germany is spending money 
of un early revival of trade existed early 


very freely on this possession, and that. it 
ix not at present paying any interest on that 
expenditure; but the German Government 
look confidently to the time when the capital 
now being laid out will yield good results, 
if not directly then indirectly by feeding 
German trade and shipping. Already the 
‘trade of Kiaochau has increased enormous- 
ly, the returns for 1903 showing that it. had 
idoubled as compared with the trade of the 
‘preceding year. Meantime six factory 
buildings and a silk spinning mill have been 
built, a concession acquired for a steam 
‘earn mill, numerous houses and godowns 
‘have arisen, a brewery is being established, 
fiand a fourth brickfield has heen opened. 

Mining syndicates are also busily engaged 
| in exploring the hinterland of the Colony, 
i and the results of their labours (Shantung 
| being fairly rich in minerals) will no doubt 
‘goon be ayparent. The work of afforesta- 
| tion is being systematically carried on, as our 
| German frien-Is believe very strougly in the 
' ameliatory 
climate, and it is asserted that the young 
plantations already established have had a 
heneficial effect on the rainfall and have 
increased the fruitfuluess of the soil. Alto- 
gether the Germau Government have reason 
to believe that the mouey so freely lavrsh- 
ed on their Far Eastern dependency has 
not been wasted, and that an object lesson 
fur the Chinese in North China has been 
created by their efforts. 

It is, however, when we come to regard 
the work done on the Shantung Railway 
I that we in Hongkong ficd our object lesson. 
The concession for making the railway was 
acquired m 1899, the same year in which 
the British-Chinese Corporation obtained’ 
their concession to construct a railway from 
Kowloon to Canton, to join the line to he 
built by the Belgian-American Syndicate 
j from Wuchang to Canton. Early in 1903, 
the first section of the Shantung Railway, 
namely from ‘Tsingtao to Chon-tsun, 4 
distance of 303 kilometres, was opened 
to regular traffic. It was expected 
that the remaining portion, to Tsinan-fu, 
the capital of Shantung, would be complete

This 
is much better progress then has been made 
by the Belgian-American Syndicate, but 
how does it compare with that achieved by 
the Britizh Sviidicate who appeared to be 
go eager and sn anxious to introduce the 
iron horse into the Celestial Empire, and 
more especiully to’ connect the British 
colony of Hongkong with the great and 
busy capital of Kwangtung | Comparisons 
are sumetimes odious, we know, but it is 
frequently loth necessary and useful to 
institute them, however distasteful they may 
be ta some of the parties interested, In 
this case it is not only extremely uecessiry 
to make this comparison, but it is also a 
duty we owe to the Culony and to all those 
interested in British trade with South 
China, or, for the matter of that, with any 
portion of the Far East. As against 
252 miles of railway laid in Shan- 
tung, connecting the capital of the 
province with the Germano port. of 
Tsingtao, what have the British Syndi- 
cate ta show? Not one yard of railway, 
not a single sod cut,.not even a proper 
survey made! This is the fact, and it 
reflects most severely not alone on the 
Syndicate or Corporation but also upon 
British enterprise generally, and it is 
naturally calculated to lower British com- 
mercial prestige in the whole of the Far 
East. 
tu this apparently inexplicable delay in 
utilising the concession gained with no 
little difficulty from the Peking Government, 
and the circumstances have been widely 
commented upon in public and by the 
Press, but still there is no sign of any 
active movement on the part of the con- 
cessionaires. The British-Chinese Corpora- 
tian must, however, wake up, and that 
speedily. or there will soon be an agitation 
for the cancellation of their privilege and 
its transfer to some body or company able 
and willing to proceed at once with the 
undertaking. Every month of lost time 
will now he jealously counted, and this 
colony will do well, unless satisfactory

Each time the Navy ‘Estimates come up | by the Chinese, and suggests that a trade 


for discussion in the British House of 
Commons we get the question asked: 
“© What does the Government intend to do 
‘with Weihaiwei?’’ It will be remembered 
that the lease of this harbour was obtained 
as an answer to Russia’s acquisition of Port 
Arthur; but for reasons best known fo the 
Government, the intention to re-fortify the 
place was abandoned, and it is now the 
fashion to descrile it in Parliament as ‘a 
kind of sanatorium” where ships of the 
Fleet can go in hot weather. Weihaiwei 
is, after all, something more than this. It 
ig a flying naval base, a depot und a drill 
ground. The vote included in the Navy 
Estimates for Weihaiwei this year amounts 
to £58,000, and of this sum it seems that 
£8,000 will be expended ou dredging. The 
harbour is in need of improvement, and 
though the dredging is apparently to be 
undertaken primarily in the interests of the 
Fleet, it might be well worth the while of 
the Government to consider whether some- 
thing might not be made of Weihaiwei as 
acommercial port. Singularly encugh, in 


all the references which have been made in 


Parliament to Weihaiwei we do not remem- 
ber to have noticed that the spokesinen of 
the Government have even remotely hinted 


at the possibility of Weihaiwei becoming of 


any advantage to the Empire commercially. 
Such a suggestion would perhaps only excite 
derision, tor in the acquisition «f Weihaiwei 
its commercial possibilities were not even con- 
sidered. At presentthe trade isinconsiderable. 
Weihaiwei's chief export trade is in salt fish, 
which is brought in junks to South China. 
Its import trade chiefly cousis(s of timber, 
tirewood, and maize from Manchuria, 
paper, crockery, sugar, tobacco, kerosene oil, 
cotton-yarn, piece-roods, liquid indigo aud 
other dyes. The Chinese inhabitants are 
either fisherincn or farmers, and their 


_ demand for foreign goods is not large. 


Though Ministers in Parliament have 
been silent as to the development of trade 
at Weihaiwei, there is happily some evidence 
that the subject is actually receiving atten- 
tion. Towards the end of last year Mr. 5. 
T. Dunn, the Superintendent of the Botani- 
cal and Afforestation Department in Hong- 
kong, paid a visit to Weihuiwei to study its 
agricultural and afforestation possibilities. 
We have now before us a copy of Mr. Duny’s 
Report. In offering certain recommenda: 
tions. for the utilisation of the agricultural 
resources of the territory, “il has been 
“ assumed that the ultimate oliject of an 
“present action in this department Is (0 
“ encourage sea-borne trade, and that the 
“ expenditure upon itis only justified iu so 
“ far as it furthers that end.” In his preli- 
minary remarks Mr. Dunw also refers to a 
good harbour being essential for export 
trade, and suggests that a harbour in,tlic 
2 convenient position of this port, in which 
steamers could handle their cargoes in all 
“ weathers, should attract some of the ship- 
“ping from the exposed anchorage of 
“ Chefoo.” ; 

The report recommends attention in the 
first place to the production of silk at Wui- 
haiwei. The district is found to be eminently 
suited for the rearing of the silkworth, 
and silk has long been one of its staple 
manufactures. It appears that if a million 
cocouns a month were available a British 
company is prepared to eréct a filuture at 
i. Mr. Dunn estimates that 
many hundred times this quantity could b- 
produced, ard he pertinently points out that 


have wider effects than the encouragement 


lia fruit might be obtained with Shanghai 
and other placesin the East where Euro- 
| peans reside. Chefoo formerly had a very 
flourishing trade in this line, but it svems 
to kaye greatly diminished of late vears. 
This, however, is ascribed to the deteriora- 
tion of the trees, rather than to a falling-off 
in demand, and one can well believe that if 
good Kuropear varieties of fruits were 
cultivated at Weihaiwei there would be a 
large demand for them from all the coast 
ports of the Far Hast. Again we are told 
in the Report that “there are numerous 
i situations in the neighbourhood of Wei- 
“ haiwei which apparently offer all that is 
“required for the establishment of vine- 
‘yards,” and, while Mr. Dunn refrains 
from asking the Government to spend money 
at this stage on the introduction of {he wine 
industry, he suggests that every possible 
encouragement should be offered to auy 
individual or company willing to acquire 
land for the purpose. Under the heading 
of “ Field Crops, Mr. Dunx points out 
the possibilities of a well-organised trade 
in the export of ground-nuts and heancake ; 
the trade in the former at Tientsin, and 
Chefoo’s trade in the latter, each amounts 
to more than a million tacls a year. “The 
“eprnection of some of the chief agri- 
“cultural tracts with the sea by means 
“of light trainways would alinost certainly 
“result. in a considerable export trade 
“Other crops grown i the district are 
“available, but these two products especial- 
“ly deserve immediate attention on account 
“of the large amount of shipping that 
“would be necessary to handle them.” 
Other recommendations in the Report relate 
to forestry, shade trees, and finally to white 
wax. All the recommendations strike us 
as eminently practical, and itis to be hoped 
that this official report on the agricultural 
possibilities of Uhe territury will receive the 
attentiun it deserves. It is clear that capi 
tal might be very profitably employed it 
Weihaiwei, aud that well-directed enterprise 
will reap no mean reward.

During the past week there hax been a 
noticeable, and most. appreciable, change in the 
weathor. Old Sol has shown himself on three 
days. and those days. hy his wise dispensation. 
were the first of the Easter holidays. In 
consequence, business in certain directions 
became abnormally brisk, and the Peak tramway 
“and the Kowloon ferries had somewhat of a 
difficulty in coping with the extra holiday traffic. 
The Peak cars were so full that large numbers 
were disappointed about finding seats, and several 
took jaunts into Kowloon Chinatown instead. 
But, better than all--the pleasant change enabled 
the sojourners here in this Colony to doff, even 
if only for a while. their heavy rain. mist, and 
damp-resisting garments, and don light summer 
clothing and so deceive themselves into a 
fictitious belief that ~ the spring is here.” The 
Chinese are predicting that there is more 
unpleasant weather coming, but. all I can say 
is, lon ay it be delayed. for we have had 
enough of it for the present. 

In a very little while the new tramways will 
begin running. At the depot at Bowrington 
Canal great activity is being shown in the 
preparation of the plant. Many of the cars 
have been constructed. They are very 
handsome carriages, roomy, well lighted and 
ventilated. By the way, the coming of the

as ee as herawn. If a righteous war means a 
without any tecomperse, Japan ourht not 
to| look forward to the pessession of 
any piece of land in Manchuria or Siberia when 
ahd Gone, out victorious. We may dep-nd on 
our Government, at Joast on our enlightened 
statesmen, to live up to what they profess, but 
it is extremely doublful whether soldiers or 
pseudo-statesman wonld be satisfied with a 
victory which brings no spoils, It was about 
-ten days ago that Mr.2Oishi. a prominent leade~ 
of the Progressist party, spoke on the war at the 
general meeting of the party. le declared that 
when the war shall hava proved victorious for 
us, 'we must take possession of the two provinces 
along the Amnr River, as well as Liaotung 
Peninsula, in order to prevent the advance of 
thel Russian'army to the East again, and his 
speech wax received with loud applause. {t is 
no wonder to bear such a statement from the 
mouth of a statesman, if itis admissible that 
war is nothing but robbery and statesmen are 
nothing but robbers. But despoiling is so much 
against the idea expressed in the ‘ Declaration 
of War’ by the Emperor, that no statesman 
would dare to insist on it,in the face of the 
wotld. Is not the int: grity of the Chinese and 
tha Corean dominions the most prominent canse 
which Japan is fighting? If so, it is an 


unfaithful and shameful act on our part to try 
to add a part of the Chinese dominions to our 
own. Moreover, we must oppose the idea of 
degpoiling, as a matter of expediency, because 
it will bring us into a perpetual conflict with 
Russia instead of preventing her advance to 
tha East. Suppose we have driven the Russian 
army out of Manchuria. Does it mean an end 
of the war? Not at all. The Russians will 
withdraw to Western Siberia and even tu the 
other side of the Urals, if it is necessary, but 
they will never give up attempting to come back 
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again. Will Japanese be so stupid as to take 
‘up the duty of gate-keepers at the Siberian 
frontier all the year Soni ? We must remem- 
ber that this duty will require hundreds of 
thousands of men and ssveral millions of dollars. 
Therefore the only way for us to take is to 
recognise the anthority of the Chinese Govern- 
meut in Manchnria and at the same time to 
induce the other Powers to take the responsibi- 
lity of guarding Manchuria against Russisn 
interference. if an equal chance for commerce 
and industry is givea to all the Powers, the 
will ot decline to share the responsibility with 
us, Whether the war tnrns out to be a

RUSSIAN SCHEME OF DEFENCE [7 
MANCROURIA, 

Reuters correspondent at Yingkow wrote on 
the 3rd nlt:- “Onaccount of the impossibility of 
defending the coast hore until a thaw permits of 
intrenchment being made and forty constructed 
the Russians ara prepared to fall back on the 
main railway. ‘There are practically no defences, 
and, although the shifting and reshifting of 
troops and artillery to the small forts at the 
mouth of ths Liao River gives the app-arance 
of au infeution to defend the port, the adminis- 
tration evidently depends on an, engagement 
inland to arrest the Japanese advance. It js 
understood that the only plans as yet determined 
on are the following :—- 

“J. That Geteral Kuropatkin's headquarters 
shall be at Moukden, where Admiral Alexioff 
proposes fo remain indefinitely, on account of 
the place beiug the centra of the Chinese ad- 
ministration of Manchuria. 4 

“2. That the almost indefensible plain to the 
west of ‘l'ashibchiao shall bs held, if possible, 
for the sake of the railway connecting Moukden 
with Port Arthure 

“3. That the Haichong-Liaoyang line shall ba: 
the extreme limit of withdrawal, It seems, 
however, that in view of the exposure of the 
railway at this point, and the almost certain 
arrival of the Japanese before the construction 
of defences, the Russian authorities fully anti- 
cipate thal. Port Arthur will be isolated and 
besieged. 

It may be that this scheme does not recom- 
mend itself to Viceroy Alexieff, now reported at 
variance with G neral Kuropatkin, 

ELEASE OF A COLLIER, 

The Japanese Prize Court ait Sisebo has 
raleased the Norwegian steamer //ermes and 
also her cargo of coal.

A DRY DOCK FOR PORT ARTHUR. 

Seventy shipwrights and artificers left 
Sevastopol recently for Moscow, where they 
will be Joined by two thousand men from the 
Baltic yards, the whole party then proceeding 
by rail to Rort Arthur. It is stated that 
Professor M. J. Timanoff was also leaving for 
the Far Eastern port. He has a plan for the 
immediate construction of a temporary dry 
dock at Port Arthur, capable of taking in the 
injured warships for repairs. The Professor's 
project is to close in by a dam an inner corner 
of the harbour, go to work with the powerful 
dredgers, and then pump out the enclosure. 
There is no lack of appliances and material 
ready to hand, says the correspondent, but it is 
doubtful whether the dry dock can be constructed 
in time to be of material service to the Port 
Arthur squadron, and the constructive work 
may possibly be retarded or stopped by the 
long-range fire of the enemy’s guns. 
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RUSSIA'S PBOPOSED NAVAL 
REINFORCEMENTS. 

Papers by the mail contain confirmation 
of the special telegram published in the Daily 
Press a month ago announcing Russia's, in- 
tention to dispatch 45 warships to the Far East 
at the end of June. The squadron will 
consist of fifteen large ships, which will 
be accompanied, as we suggested at the time, by 
‘about 30 torpedo-boats. The composition of 
the squadron will be as follows:—The eight 
battleships Borodino, Orc!. Imperator, Alexander 
IIL, Kniaz Suvarof, Ossliabya, Navarin, 
Sissoit Veliky, and Imperator Alewander II,; | 
the two armoured cruisers, Dmitri Donskoi and | 
Oleg; the three protected cruisers, Aurora, 
Jamtchug, and Izumrud, the two latter being 
of the Novik type ; and the two large transports, 
Kamtchatka and Ocean, which recently returned 
from the Far East. This squadron will be 
commanded by Rear-Admiral Royestvensky.

With the death of the Moro datto, Pangliman, 
Hassan, all oppositionto United Statesauthority 
inthe Island of Jolo ceases. He was not only the 
prime author of the recent disturbances, but the 
only one of the Sulu chiefs to remain hostile ; 


after the repeated drubbing they have received. 

Hassan was defiant to the last. and the manner 

of his death was traric to the last degree. 
Colonel Hugh Scott. who commanded the 


times when a rifle ball shattered the bolt-handle 
of his gun,and then. drawing his barong.the 
dragged himself towards the nearest soldier. a 
cavalry sergeant. who was obliged to dispatch him 
with a pistol hall. When examined after death 
his body is said to have contained twenty-six 
gunshot wounds. 

The abrogation of the Bates treaty has pro- 
duced nu new phase in the Moro situation in 
Mindanao. This occasions no surprise here to 
those informed on Moro affairs, inasmuch as the 
terms of the President's decree have been in 
effect for the better part of a year. As late as 
last Septemher General Wood notified the sul- 
tans and dattos that as they had failed to fultil 
their obligations. especially in the matter of 
maintaining order, they had forfeited their 
annuities and that slavery resolved into a viola- 
tion of the American laws. Asa matter of fact 
the sultan and his dattos have not 
received a cent from the Governthent for 
ten months. To this announcement the Moro 
chiefs made no demur. which in itself was 
a@ paramount admission of their failure to

same Moro. He was led by some friendly chiefs, 
who were acting as go-betweens. to a house in 
‘the jangle where Hassan had promised to sur- 
render himself, and was fired upon at close 
range from behind a high wall that screened it. 
Since then Colonel Scott engaged Hassan on 
the tenth of last month near Siet Lake. where 
he was holding out in the strongly fortified 


cotta of a kinsman named Laksamana. In this 
fight the cotta was taken with a loss to Scott's 
party of an officer and seven men, but although 
well over two hundred of the defenders were 
slain, Hassan and Laksamana succeeded in 
making their escape. the latter badly wounded. 
During the latter part of his campaign. Co- 
lonel Scott has had the assistance of all the 
former hostile dattos, who, already satisfied with 
their punishment. were anxious to ingratiate 
themselves. He was especially desirous of cap- 
turing Hassan rather than killing him, as he 
" considered him as probably the most influential 
of the Sulu chiefs, whose power might be uti- 
lised for good results if properly directed. As 
an old Indian fighter, Scott readily recognised 
thatthe best way to get Hassan was through his 
own people, as he would never be forced to sur- 
render, nor would he permit himself to be taken 
by the Americans, and that remained the only way 
in which to reach him. In response to the pro- 
testations of the friendly dattos, Colonel Scott 
therefore told them that the best proof they could 
offer of their intentions was to bring in the 
instigator of the trouble, which they vowed 
to do. After the Siet Lake affair the Moro 
allies managed to surround Hassan in a janine 
swamp, where they tried to starve him out. It 
is said that their sincerity was at first doubted, 
but whether they really intended to keep their 
promise or not they soon tired of the unwhole- 
someness of swamp life and went in after the 
fugitive. In the attack on the house where 
Hassan was supposed to be refuged, the mother 


informed hy those from Mindanao that they 
frankly confess the fact. It is notorious enough 
without that. however. that ‘the dattos have 
maintained anything but order in the past year. 
and that their relations with the United States 
have long ago assumed a different aspect. 

The Batex treaty gave recognition to the 
authority of the dattos over their followers, and 
provided an annual compensation for them upon 
the express condition that they were to preserve 
peace and order within their respective territo- 
ries. The Moro laws were recagrnised by the same 
instrument in so far as they did not conflict 
with the United States laws. except that 
slavery was tentatively tolerated. The an- 
nuities, therefore, were more thun mere 
retaining fees, so to speak, but rather salaries 
such as any local official in-the Islands might 
receive, and their withdrawal was the only 
logical outcome of the stute of affairs. 

As regards the slavery question. it might be 
supposed that the abolition at one stroke of so 
fast-rooted and traditional a custom would 
wreck the Moro social structure. Yet the 
dattos accepted the new order most imperturb- 
ably. They merely enquired what they were 
expected to do with the dependants they already 
held as slaves, and were told that there was 
nothing to prevent them remaining in the 
service of their present masters, but that, on 
the other hand, if any of them chose to walk off 
their former owners would be powerless under 
the law to bring them back or to otherwise 
detain them. This seemed to fully satisfy the 
dattos, and it is not supposed that any new state 
of affairs will arise out of this order. The 
Moro slave-owners will undoubtedly take good 
care that their human belongings learn as little 
as possible of their advantage, and, in any event, 
they will probably use methods of their own to 
discourage their slaves from availing themselves 
of it, and yet remain within the law. In the 
meantime the issue is apparently settled and all 
sides satisfied.

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A TRIP TO WAICHOW. 


ee 
AN INTERESTING EXPEDITION. 

The importance of the town of Waichow, on 
the East River, was until recently little realised 
in Hongkong, but there is no excuse now for its 
possibilities in relation to this Colony being 
overlooked. The local Chamber of Commerce 
for some time past has been urging the advan- 
tages to Hongkong which would accrue from 
the opening of Waichow to foreign trade. In 
September last we described at some length the 
resources of the town and its neighbourhood, 
and since then both the Chamber of Commerce 
and the Hongkong Government have kept the 
matter well in view. No doubt it is the fact of 
the talk which there has been about the place 
that inspired three Hongkong residents, one of 
them the Secretary of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, to spend their Easter holidays in visiting 
Waichow. The gentlemen who started on this 
interesting journey were Messrs. A. RB. Lowe. 
W.H.T. Davis, and O. D. Thomson. They 
left Hongkong at 2.30 p.m. on the 31st ult. 
and returned on Tuesday afternoon. We are 
enahled by the courtesy of Mr. Thomson to give 
an account of the visit. 


Starting from Hongkong at,2.30 p.m. on ° 


Thursday for Mirs Bay in the Chamber of 
Commerce launch, the passageto Sang Cheong. 
north of Mirs Bay, was unpleasantly rough. 
This stage was reached at about 6.30 p.m., and 
the Customs officials, who knew they were: 
coming, made them comfortable for the night. 
They set away next morning ata quarter to 
seven. For the first couple of miles they 
went along the banks of the river which 
flows into Mirs Bay. At this time of the 
year the mouth is silted up, and ao bar 
about two miles inland makes navigation im- 
possible. -Then they (ramped down into a more 
fertile. well-cultivated valley, along a good 
path. The whole district was under cultivation 


of some kind, conspicuous among the produce . 


being sugar-cane. After two or three miles of 
this they crossed a range of hills. the gap being 
not more than 600ft. high. Just on the 
other side of the gap. from Mirs Bay. is 
said to be a haunt ‘of pirates, and it appeared 
well adapted for that purpose. Here also the 
country seemed well under cultivation. At1l 
am. they had entered quite a different kind 
of place. wild moorland with an abundance 
of trees stretching as far as the eye could reach. 
A range of hills showed up as a background. 


There was no wconsiderable traffic through this . 


district, several 15 to 20 ft. roads crossing that 
along which the party were travelling. They 
passed the source of a river, which turned out to 
be that of the stream Tau Shiu. Tea-houses 
were passed every few miles along the road. 
and a considerabls number of people carry- 
ing various kinds of merchandise. The 
foreign trio were not interfered with in ‘any 
way on the road. Tamsui, about 20 miles 
from Mirs Bay, was reached at about 3 
p.m.; and a native hoat was hired to take 
them to Waichow. The stream at Tamsui is 
extremely shallow, aad though the boat had a 
flat bottom it very often went aground. The 
craft was punted along, the crew occasionally 
getting out to tow her fromthebanks. The aspect 
of the country hereabouts was much the same as 
that already described—fairly flat. with no high 
hills near the river. The boat. continued to 
proceed slowly till about 9 p.m, } when 
she was anchored for the night. the 
journey being resumed at daybreak (4 a.m.) 
by the same means at the same fate of progress 
as on the previous evening. At six o'clock the 
travellers landed and walked along the 
banks. Here the country began to lack those 
signs of cultivation, everywhere noticeable on 
the way up, but it was evident this was not due 
to barrenness of the soil, as trees and bushes of 
various kinds were to be seen on all sides. The 
scantiness of the apart may account for 
the land being out of cultivation, for there are 
very few villages along the river banks. Fui- 
pu, where there is a German Mission 
Station, was reached at 10 am. The jour- 
ney was continued till tiffin-time through 
a low-lying country, but after the mid-day 
refreshment they emerged again into a dis- 
trict partly in cultivation and partly pasture 
land. The surrounding country was beautifully 


green and charming to behold. The boat was - 


anchored just outside Waichow at 9 p.m., as it’ 
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was not possible ta get into the city moorings 
after dark. 

Next morning the party went ushore und 
walked through the cities of Waichow und 
Kwaishin, which face each other on the river. 
Waichow is the more important place of the 
two, being « walled city of considerable area. 
For a Chineso city, the streets ure fairly broad. 
and the shops make very presentable appear. 
ance. any of them were stocked with 
European goods. even Buse beer beariugy the 
label of uw Hongkong firm being obtainable. 
Tt would take an hour and a half to walk 
around the City wall. which is kept in 
very good condition. A great portion of 
it has been recently repointed, and soit 
of it rebuilt. Old muzzle-loading guns ate 
showing at intervals, but they do not appear in 
a condition to he used. From one portion of 
the wall an extremely pretty lake ix to 
beseen. Islands, on which there are villages and 
what appeared to be joss-houses. are in the centre. 
The lake, which ix a large one, is divided 
into three portions by bunds. The people in 
Waichow were extremely civil. and not by any 
means anti-foreign. The cumera was a source of 
wonder to them. ax it wax apparently quite 
strange to them. In Hongkong the Chinese 
coolie fights shy of the camera, hut the 
folk at Waichow manifested quite an em- 
barrassing interest in the operations of the 
photographer of the party. Kweishin ix like 
Waichow on a smaller scale. the streets and 
shops not being so large as thosa on the other 
side of the water. ; 

Leaving Waichow ut I! a.m. on Saturday 
morning for Shek-loong, the xtreum was with 
them. and the wind sent the boat along at a fair 
pace. The country was flat and under cultivation: 
and afair number of villuyrex ware passed en roule. 
At about 4 p.m. pirate regions wero reached, 
guard-boats being stationed at intervala of 
about a mile. The anchor was dropped at about 
6.30 pm. During the night soldiers beat 
gongs, presumably us a proof of their watchful- 
ness. At about 3 o'clock next morning— 
Monday—the ‘“mud-lhook” was weighed. 
and Shek-loong wax reached at  ahout 
1] am. Here the river is broad but very 
shallow—too shallow for any but small boats. 
of which several wera employed carrying: 
‘ cargoes.  Shek-loong City is really a 
samall edition of Waichow. The shops made a 
good show of European goods, one store being 
‘completely filled with them. 


The party left Shek-loony for W hainpou 
in tow of a steam-launch, hoping — to 
‘catoh = the =~ boat for Canton. They 
were just in time to see the boat for 


Canton steaming down river, leaving her long 
tradl of smoke behind. There was nothing 
for it but to go on in their own craft. 
arriving at Canton at 4 p.m. - 

The main conclusions reached are that the 
people of the district are very friendly to 
foreigners and compare favourably with the 
people in the New Territory, but the prospect 
of Waichow becoming au important centre 
of foreign trade would seem to depend 
on railway commuuication being established. 
because the river is too shallow to be serviceable 
for the movement of cargoes. The country 
presents no serious difficulty for the railway 
engineer.

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THE PRAYA RECLAMATION.

-As the Praya Reclamation Works have now 
Pe ae, reached completion the Director of 

blic Works in his annual report gives the 
following account of their origin and progress :— 

The Praya Reclamation Works were initiated 
by Sir C. P. Chater, and have been carried 
out under the Praya Reclamation Ordinance. 
No. 16 of 1889. Prior to the passing of this 
Ordinance, reclamations of limited extant at 
West Point in front of the Sailors’ Home and 
the Wharf and Godown Company's property 
(Marine Lots 95 and 105) were sanctioned. but, 
as these fell within the limits of the main 
scheme, they were subsequently carried out in 
conjunction with it. A considerable quantity 
of rubble stone for the foundations of the sea- 
wall for these reclamations had been deposited 
before the main scheme was undertaken and. as 
the new reclamation projected somewhat further 
into the harbour, it was necessary to widen the 
mound 6 formed in order to bring the wall into 
alignment. 

The reclamation extends from the boundary 
of the Naval Yard Extension westwards to a 
point’ opposite Marine Lot 181. distance of 
nearly 2 miles, the total area reclaimed from the 
sea being approximately 65 acres. made up as 
follows:— ‘

Of this area 33.73 acres constitute building 
land, the remainder being occupied by roads and 
open spaces. An area of 2.21 acres of land out- 
side the boundaries of the actual reclamation 
and formerly occupied by streets was rendered 
available for inclusion with building lots.

In vonnection with the Praya Reclamation 
Works the re-construction of Government Piers 
has also been cartied on. S» far as this work 
has progressed, it includes permanent structures 
fom the Nam Pak Hong Pier. Boat-slips opposite 
the oldand new Harbour Offices, Pottinger Street 
Pier, Blake Pier, Murray Pier, and temporary 
piers at Ice House Street and Wardley Street. 
The permanent structures are all of masonry 
and concrete with the exception of Blake Pier, 
which is constructed almost entirely of iron. 

The total expenditure, up to the 3lst Decem- 
ber, 1903, on the whole of the above-mentioned 
works, amounted to 33,362.325.37, made up as

The estimated cost of the Praya Reclamation 
alone was $2,942,916.65 ; consequently. when all 
_ outatanding accounts are paid, a small balance 
will probably remain to the credit of the scheme, 
notwithstanding the great increase in the cost 
of work during recent years, due principally to 
the drop in exchange from’3/-, at which rate the 
origi estimate was made. The Ordinance 
provides, however, that the cost per square footof 
any particular allotment is not to be fixed at the 
average cost of the whole Reclamation but 
at the average cost of the particular Section 
on which such allotment is situated. ‘It is 
therefore more than probable that there will be 
a debit balance on some of the Sections, but it 
is certain that any such balance will only 
amount to a small percentage on the original 
estimated cost. The actual cost in any 
particular case cannot be exactly stated until 
revision of the accounts, now in progress, has 
been completed, and the necessary adjustments 
have been made between the various sections 
or between them and the Re-construction of 
Government Piers. . 
. The actual construction of the Reclamatio 
was commenced in February, 1900; so tha

about 14 years have been occupied in its execu- 
tidn. In an outlying part of the Harbour such 
a reclamation could have been carried out in less 
than half the time. as it would have been possi- 
ble to proceed with the entire work simultan. 
aojisly, but such an arrangement in the case of 
the Praya Reclamation, which extends though- 
out the entire frontage of the principal business 
part of the city, would have caused intolerable 
inconvenience. and consequently it had to be 
carried out by degrees. There were also other 
cigxcumstances which seriously affected the pro- 
gress of the work. 

The original design of the new Praya Wall 
was prepared when Mr. J. M. Price was at the 
head of the Public Works Department. Just 
before the commencement of the Reclamation 
Works he was succeeded by Mr. S. Brown, who 
made some fundamental alterations in Mr 
Price's design necessitating the employment of 
special plant, some of which had to be obtained 
from England. Although the rubble foundations 
for the Praya Wall were being proceeded with 
while the special plant was being obtained, a 
season's low tides were lost, and it may he said 
that the works suffered a year's delay. at the 
outset, through the change in design. 

The principal feature of the new design for 
the wall was the substitution of blocks for 
granite footings, with the view of using the 
blocks, in the first instance, as temporary 
weights for loading and — consolidating 
the rubble foundations. Tis was a slow 
and expensive process: but it wus justified 
by results. The temporary load caused 
more or less settlement of the foundations 
throughout their whole extent. und they 
generally reached a permanent bearing before 
the superstructure was commenced. In some 
instances, however, the settlement became so 
slow. during the later stage of tha application of 
the load, that the blocks were removed before 
settlement was quite complete. and in building 
the superstructure an allowance for further 
settlement was made. In other instances the 
foundations suddenly collapsed. under the 
temporary load and. when this happened. the 
blocks had fo be picked up with the aid of 
divers. the rubble foundations made jood, and 
the temporary load replaced. Had the tem- 
porary loading of the foundations heen dispensed 
with, it appears likely that several lengths of 
wall, probably after being finished to coping 
level. and backed up with earth. would have 
collapsed. und had ta be rebuilt at great trouble 
and expense. 

Another cause of delay -was the period of 
severe depression and scarcity of money which 
was experienced in 1892. when doubts arose as 
to whether the Murine Lot-owners could fulfil 
their obligations in providing the funds 
necéssary for the completion of the authorised 
works. The letting of new contracts was 
postponed until it was decided that the scheme 
was to he srone on with and carried to comple- 
tion. and, before this decision was arrived at. a 
season's low tides were lost. causing practically 
a year's delay. 

According to the original programme, the 
Reclamation was to be commenced simultaneous- 
ly at both ends, and the works were to be carried 
on until they met in the middle; but owing to 
the refusal of the Lot-owners on Section No. 
lw to come into the scheme. that portion of the 
Reclamation was not taken in hand until 1898. 
In carrying it out, the rubble foundations of 
the sea wall subsided repeatedly, and caused 
more trouble and delay than any other equal 
length of foundations. . 

' Owing, however, to delays on the part of the 

dontractor for Section No. 6w, Mr. Tsang 
Keng. work on section No. lw was completed 
practically simultaneously with it. 

Much of the work performed on the Recla- 
mation is invisible, the foundations. of the Praya 
Wall extending down through water and mud 
to the hard ground. This means that the depth 
of the wall and rubble mound, from the 
top of the coping to the bottom of the 
foundations, varies from 27 to 80 feet. In 
addition to being extended out to the new Praya 
Wall, the Storm-Water Drains had to be 
reconstructed from the old Praya Wall back- 
wards, for distances varying from 100 to 1,450 
feet. The aggregate of the areas of the 
Reclamations outside the old Praya Wall has 
already been given as 65 acres, but the whole 
surface of the old Praya had to be raised, and

portions of the surfaces of the adjoining streets. 

Thus the total area dealt with was 80 acres, anil 

the total weight of material used in the 

yore may be put at something like 3,500,000 
ng. 

When it is mentioned that the cost of the 
entire work per square foot of building land 
has amounted to about $2 to $3, and that por- 
tions of the land in the western and central 
districts have realised $8.78 and $20.00 per 
square foot. respectively. there can be no ques- 
tion as to the succias of the scheme from a 
financial point of view. The scheme has also 
been of great benefit in providing new and wide 
thoroughfares throughout the principal portion of 
the City and in affording accommodation for the 
great development which has occurred in the trade 
and population of the Colony. In addition to 
the sum expended upon the Reclamation 
itself. a large sum, probably about $4,000,000, 
has been spent in the erection of buildings on it.

The Manila Chamber of Commerce has just 
issued its formal report for the year just. past 
1903, and the document contains a great deal of 
very interesting statistical matter. In the in- 
troduction to the figures given in the report is 
& general summary of the commercial gvents of 
importance during the year, and special ‘atten- 
tion ix called to the extraordinary meetings.of 
the Chamber and its committees for various pur. 
poses, chief among which were certain revisions 
of the tariff and customs schedules, the protest 
against the famous Shuster-Niederlein fiasco 
by which the Government forwarded to«Wash- — 
ington figures’ and samples taken bodily from 
the customs offices, and matters of ao similar 
pature. The alien contract labour law comes in 
for a place among the records of the Chamber. 
asx do also Brewster Cameron and the proposed 
grading of the tariff by the local government. 

In proof of the statements made at various 
times that the sugar,trade of the islands was 
changed by the present tariff schedules from a 
flourishing industry of great importance to 
a feeble and weakliny business of — barely 
sufficient life to sustain itself, the figures 
the report are illuminating. 
The table showing the sugar exports gives 
the following. in piculs: 1903, which was the 
best year since 1891. 4,186,982 ; 1896, the year 
of the beginning of the insurrection against 
Spain. 3.671.024; 1897, 3,232,010; 1898, the 
year of the American’ invasion and permanent 
uccupation, 2,859;661. 1899, 1.499.854; 1900, 
996,827: 1901, 886.368; 1902, 1.473,160; 1903, 
1.432,953. In the past year Manila has shipped 
out only 5.204 piculs, as against infinitely lar- 
ger amounts in former years. Of the three great 
sugar-ports of other days. Manila, Iloilo, and 
Cebu. Lloilo has been, since 1898, far shead 
of the others, but even its figures are not 
what they used to be. On the contrary, the 
sugar trade has almost gone to pieces, and 
little hope is expressed by the merchants for its 
réjuvenstion and upbuilding. so long as the 
present system of running affairs obtains. 
During the past year only two divisions of the 
sugar were made, one lot of 540.880 piculs going 
to America and Canada, and the other, of 
892,073, to Chira and Japan ports, where in 
former years Great Britain, the European 
continent, and California were heavy importers 
of the sweet stuff. 

The situation in copra is more hopeful, for a 
gain has been shown, and the 1,261,985 piculs 
exported last year were about 550,000 piculs 
greater than during the previous year. The 
copra, however, has fluctuated before, and the 
statistics show that in one year only has Doilo 
contributed toward swelling the total of the 
exports of that valuable commodity, with the 
result that the report is not so thoroughly 
representative as might be wished. The figures 
for the years preceding 1902 show both gains and 
losses, the figures for different years differing 
widely in most cases. 

This same statement applies with equal force 
to the leaf-tobacco export a en the amounts 
being given in quintals, and showing that tho 
tobacco goes to the United States now in some . 

uantity as well as to foreign countries and 
hina. In 1898, when the American influence 
was first felt, the exports for the year fell far 
below those of the previous twelve months, being’ 
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175.170 for 1898, as against 316.712 for 1897. 
Then came more fluctuations, and the figures 
for the years following, right up to the close 
of the last fiscal year. 1903. 183.999. . 

In years previous to the occupation. the 
United States got only eight quintals of the 
native tobacco between | 842 and 1846 inclusive 
In 1897 none was sent. The next year saw a 
change, and 312 quintale went to America 
in 1898. Three years then elapsed before 
any more was sent, but in 1901 fifty-three 
quintals went across the Pacific, followed hy 
1.138 in 1902 and by eighty-eight more last 
year, a total since the occupation of about 1.591 
yuintals, 

One of the most. interesting sets of tables in 
the entire report is that which discloses the 
complete statistics for the receipts and exports 
of hemp in Manila from the year 1861 to the close 
of business in 1903, each hemp-producing pro- 
vince being given its due place in the table— 
Manila Cablenews.

SHUM EFFECTING REFORMS. 

The Viceroy's policy from the beginning has 
been to weed out old. inefficient, or dishonest 
officials. and to put his favourites in their places. 
Thus the Pan-yit magistrate has recently been 
changed, and now it is announced that a new 
Namhoi, Fu-yee-mui. is to arrive shortly. 
Canton and its neighbourhood are divided 
between these two magistracies. and it is 
important that good men should be placed in 
such responsible positions. 

DRASTIC MEASURES TO BE ENFORCED. . 

The Pun-Yu magistrate departed last week 
for the district of Tsi-pau-hoha, to the East. 
where there has of late been a disturbance. 
He will probably restore order with a heavy 
hand. The prisoners taken on these judicial 
expeditions are brought back to Canton, where 
they are either summarily executed. or languish 
in gaol until one of the periodical * cleaningss- 
out,’ when many criminals are beheaded. | 

Taotai Li Chun. who is in command of 
the river guard-boats, has been sent on an 
important commission to the North River 
district. A Triad chief named  Li-pak-hoi 
has for long cansed trouble. and he is 
now considered important enough to have an 
expedition fitted out against, him. I hear that 
the Triads both north and south of the West 
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River near Samshui and in all the North River 
district, are very powerful. and if allowed to ga 
on unchecked, might hecome a source of danger 
to the Government. 

SMUGGLING ARMS. 

Of late it has been discovered that arms are 
smuggled up the West River in ordinary cargo 
boats. They are concealed in such cargoes as 
straw, empty firewood hoxes, and night-soil. For 
how long this trade has been going on it is 
impossible to say, but of late twa such hoats have 
been captured by Chinese gunboats. 

THE FIRE AND TAXATION. 

The fire at Tong Yu Lan (opposite Shameen) 
has afforded an excellent occasion to the authori- 
ties for levying taxes. Ten of the mai ons-de- 


jove which were then destroyed proved to have 


been sealed up by official order shortly before 
the fire. Permission has now heen granted to 
the proprietors to rebuild these houses on 
payment of GOUQ tuels, 
2ud April. 
INDIAN WATCHMAN MURDERED, 

On Wednesday information was received in 
Canton that. an Indian watchman employed by 
American China Development Company had 
heeu murdered at Sainam, some miles beyond 


Canton. The murderer, another Indian, 
had blown off othe back of his com- 
panion’s head and then decamped. Doctor 


Shelby. the Railway surgeon, promptly pro- 
ceeded to the scene, and the British Vice- 
Consul also went up, as the parties concerned 
were British subjects. I hear to-day that the 
murderer hus been arrested in Hongkong. His 
arrest was, of course, only a matter of time. 
He could not hope to exeape permanently. 
FATAL JUNK ACCIDENT. 

Yesterday morning a sad affair occurred two or 
three miles helow Canton- -at Shan-ho-hau, where 
a small stream joins the Pearl River. A large 
passenger junk containing a load of 6U people 
capsized, and although the shore’ was not far 
distant. 15 were drowned. These accidents 
are lumentably frequent. and seem always 
to be attended with heavy loss of life. 
The passage boats are always crowded 
to their full capacity. making the simile of 
“packed tight as herrings” not inapt with re- 
ference to them. This overcrowding is. I he- 
lieve, not unheard of in Hongkong. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

The ferry-boats Guiding Star and Morn- 
tng Stur, late of Hougkong. and now in use 
here. are extensively patronised by the Chinese. 
They plied at first between the railway terminus 
and the China Merchants’ Wharf, near the 
Custom House, but their terminus is now at the 
bund. some distance below, and more convenient 
for trafic. The bund is making rapid progress. 
Large stones are heing dumped off the foreshore. 
and when they rise above the surface gand is 
laid over them. while piles are driven in at in- 
tervals. The new ice company’s premises will. 
it is said, be situated on the bund. which now 
reaches as far down as the new Medical College.

It is reported that Viceroy Shum is arranging 
for 40,000 robust young soldiers from the 
garrisons of various provinces to be instructed in 
foreign military drill ander his personal super- 
vision. They will b: paid high wages and armed 
with guns of the latest pattern. If war breaks 
out betwe-n Russ‘a and China it is the Viceroy's. 
intent on to march with the soldiars to the North 
and to take the field himself. He has already 
ordered six thousand soldiers from the province 
of Shensi to be sent to Kwangtung. 
A POLICH FORCE FOR CANTON.

The force 
will comprise 1,300, who are to be selected 
from the different garrisons,

twelve months to act as Chinese Immigration 
Agent on behalf of the Transvaal Government

That letter in no 
way affected the agreement, and Mr. Hastings 
contended that plaintiff was entitled to regard 
it as being effective during the whole as his life.

The question was whether the party 
who ordered some of these goods had a right 
to order them on behalf of the firm. There 
were two partners in the firm at the 
time the goods were supplied. Chan Kan and 
Chan Ying. Sometimes one ordered the 
goods and sometimes the other. About the 
beginning of December the partnership had 
been dissolved. Chan Ying went to plaintiffs’ 
shop and requested them to make out two bills, 
one against himself and one against Chan Kau, 
for the goods supplied. This was done. Since 
that date Chan Kau had absconded. and Chan 
Ying was now sole partner. There was no 
doubt that two chops were used in ordering 
these goods; the point for decision would he 
whether those issued by Chan Kau were binding 
upon the firm. 

The defence was that there had been no proof 
adduced that the goods in question had been 
supplied to the defendant firm. and if they had 
been supplied to Chan Kau the firm was not 
liable. 

After hearing evidence. 

His Lordship gave judgment for the 
defendants on the case with costs, and judgment 
for the plaintiffs for $51.20, with costs up till 
the time. of that sum having been paid into 
Court. ;

Mr. Brutton said that the heel licence 
had eight months to run. Mr. Clark was the only 
person they had to consider as representing the 
owner, proprietor, and licensee of the hotel.

CHARGES AGAINST JAPAN. 

An official despatch received at the Foreign 
Office on the 24th ult. reports that Count 
Lamedorff, the Russian Foreign Minister. issued 
a note to the representatives of the 
various Powers under date of the 22nd ult. 
The note deals with the alleged violation of 
international usage by Japan since the breach of 
the Russo-Japanese negotiations, and enumerates 
the following as the evidences of snch viola- 
tion:—I. That Japan landed her troops on 
neutral territory. that is Corea. prior to the 
commencement of hostilities; 2. That the 
Japanese squadron attacked two Russian war- 
ships off Chemulpo three days prior to the 
declaration of war. the warships being deprived 
of the opportunity of receiving notice of the 
breach of diplomatic relations on account of the 
Japanese having maliciously interrupted the 
telegrams dispatched to the commanders of 
the warships by the Russian authorities ; 
3. That the Japanese Government. has, in 
defiance of international law. seized Russian 
merchant vessels in nentral Corean ports at. the 
time when the hostilities were about to com- 
meuce; +. That the Japanese Government has 
dictated to the Emperor of Corea that. Corea 
shall henceforth he placed under Japanese 
administration. at the same time warning the 
Emyeror that the Japanese troops will occupy 
the capital in the event. of the advice being 
disregarded; 5. That the Japanese Govern- 


ment has forwarded a note, through the French: 


Minister, to the Russian Minister in Seoul, 
demanding the withdrawal of the legation as 
well as the consular stuff from Seoul. 

The note concludes with the remark that. 
Russia will take as invalid all the orders and 
announcements ixsued by the Corean Goverm- 
ment under the dictation of Japan. for the 
unlawful acyuirement by the Japanese Govern- 
ment of illegul powers in Corea. 

JAPAN'S REPLY. 

The Consul-General for Japan communicated 
to the N.C. Daily News the following text of 
a telegram received from Tokyo :— 

“Imperial Japanese Government learn that 
the Russian Government have recently addressed 


la note to the Powers in which the Japanese 


| Government are charged with having committed 
teertain acts in Corea which are considered by 
, Russia to be in violation of International Luw 
and all orders and declarations of the Corean 
‘Government are declared in that note to be 
invalid. The Japanese Government do not find 
iit necessary in the present instance to concern 
‘themselves in any way with views, opinions, 
ior declarations of the Russian Government. 
| But they believe it to be their duty to 
correct misstatements of fact which. if 
permitted to remain uncontradicted. might 
give rise in the minds of neutral Powers to 
lincorrect references and conclusions. Accord- 
ingly the Japanese Government make the 
following statement respecting the five acts 
which in the note referred to are declared to be 
fully proven and confirmed facts. 

,_ 1. The Japanese Government admit that the 
Japanese troops were landed before the declara- 
tion of war, but not before the state of ‘war 
lwhich actually existed between Japan and 
Russia. It is well known that the maintenance 
of the independeuce and terrorial integrity of 
Corea is one of the objects of the present war, 
and the despatch of troops to the menaced 
territory was a matter of right and necessity 
which had the distinct consent of the Corean 
Government. A sharp distinction is to be 
drawn between the sending of Japanese troops 
to Manchuria without the consent of China 
while peaceful negotiations were still in 
progress. ‘ 

2. The Japanese Government declare that the 
allegation under this number is untrue. They 
did not stop the delivery of Russian telegrams 
by the Danish cable. Neither did they destroy 

e Corean Government's telegraphic com- 

munication. Regarding the attack on the 8th 
February on the two "Rusian men-of-war at 
Chemulpo, it is only necessary to say that.a 
state of war existed, and that Corea having given 
her consent at her convenience to the landing of 
Japanese a is at Chemulpo, the port of 
ieee ceased to be neutral at least 
tween the belligerenta. 
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3. The Japanese Government have established 
a Prize Court with full authority to deal with 
the seizures of merchant-vessels. Accordingly 
it would be clearly unnecessary to make any 
statement, regarding the assertion under this 
number. 

+. The Japanese Governmentalso declare the 
charge under this number to be absolutely and 
wholly without foundation in fact. 

+. The Japanese Government deny the 
accuracy of the statement’ under this number. 
No demand either direct or indirect was address- 
ed by the Japanese Government to the Russian 
Minister to withdraw from Corea. On the 10th 
February. the French Charge d'Affaires called 
on the Japanese Minister and informed him, as 
he did afterwards in writing, that it was the 
desire of the Russian Minister to leave Seoul, 
and asked the opinion of the Japanese Minister 
on this subject. To this the latter replied that. 
if the Russian Minister would withdraw ina 
peaceful manner, taking with him his staff and 
Legation Guards, he would be fully protected by 
our troops. The Russian Minister so withdrew 
of his own free will on the 12th February, and 
an excort of Japanese soldiers was furnished him 
us far as Chemulpo. 

It may be udded that the Russian Consul at 
Fnsan remained at his post as late as the 8th 
February. It is reported that he was compelled 
to stay so Tony in the absence of instructions 
which the Russian Minister apparently did not 
care to give his Consul before his departure 
When it was made known that he was instructed 
to leave that port, the Japanese Consul there 
offered him every facility for his departure for 
Shanghai via Japan.”

‘Mr. Eduljee, in hia report, dated Hongkong. 
April 8th, says:—T'here hag. been very little 
business done during the past fortnight, the firm- 
ness of holders again restricting purchases to 
actual daily requirements. Occasionally, how- 
ever, sporting offers at $1 to $2 per ‘bale under 
quotations were made hy dealers to test the 
feelings of holders, but considering the condition 
of the neighbouring markets, as well aa Bombay, 
a much bolder front has been assumed, and for the 
present no decline ia likely to be submitted 
to, more especially in the face of a declining 
exchange. Resumption of demand is not looked 
for until towards the end of the month, as the 
-tomb-worshipping festival has commenced and 
country-buyers are returning to the interior.
